Cutting an invader 
down to size 

Phragmites australis has become an all too 
common sight in southern and central Ontario: 

Dense stands of Common European Reed along 
ditches and in wetlands, standing up to 5 metres 
tall, choking out native plant life - their large, dark- 
brown seed heads waving like feathery plumes, 
and dispersing up to 2,000 seeds per plant each 

No-one knows exactly when or how Phragmites 
was introduced to North America, but its spread 
has been relentless, damaging wetlands, beaches, 
lakes and agricultural land. In 2005, researchers 
at Agriculture & Agri-Food Canada identified 
Phragmites as the "worst” invasive plant species in 
Canada. 

It has been spread by human activity. Tiny 
fragments of the roots, stuck to mud and 
transported by ATVs, boats, construction 
equipment, can take hold and launch a new 
invasion. 

"They just make themselves right at home,” says 
Silvia Pedrazzi, with Nottawasaga Futures' South 
Simcoe Streams Network. “Not only are their seeds 
viable, their roots spread.” 

Phragmites will send out runners, and create a 
dense root mass, choking out other plant life. The 
roots also secrete a toxin, that can sterilize the soil. 

It was during the reconstruction of the Holland 
Marsh Canals, following dredging operations, 
that the first stands of Phragmites were spotted in 
the marsh. It’s a vulnerable area - with wetlands, 
standing water, and highly productive farmland. 

The Ministry of Natural Resources has been 
mapping out the location of the stands, and 
working with partners that include the South 
Simcoe Streams Network and Stewardship Youth 
Rangers, on pilot projects to control Phragmites. 

For smaller stands, manual harvesting twice 
during the growing season - once in July, and 
again in late August or early September - has 
proven to be effective, although labour-intensive, 
and a lengthy process. It forces the plant to expend 
energy in growing new shoots, instead of roots or 
seeds, “and eventually they die out,” says Pedrazzi.

Simcoe Police officer conducting 
traffic enforcement on Holland St. 
West pulled over a vehicle with what 
appeared to be an expired temporary 
permit. The officer confirmed that the 
permit had expired - and discovered 
that the driver was prohibited, for 
failing to pay his traffic tickets. A 
41 year old Bradford man is now 
facing a charge of Drive While Under 
Suspension. Note: In Ontario, drivers 
must respond to a traffic ticket. There 
is a 15 day period to either plead 
guilty or not guilty; non-response is 
equivalent to pleading guilty, and 
all penalties will apply. Don’t pay, 
and MTO will usually suspend your 
licence, and send a letter in the mail 
indicating that you are suspended. 

If caught driving while under 
suspension, you could face fines of 
$1000 to $5000, and a possible further 
6 month licence suspension. 

Impaired, Child in Vehicle 
Just before noon on July 26, a South 
Simcoe Police constable stopped a 
vehicle on Innisfll Beach Rd. near 
Hwy. 400. While investigating the 
driver for a traffic offence, the officer 
detected an odor of alcohol on her 
breath. The driver, a 32 year old Barrie 
woman, registered a Fail on a roadside 
screening device, and was arrested. In 
the car at the time was the woman’s 
11 year old son; a family member was 
contacted, and attended to pick up 
the boy. The accused was returned to 
a police station, where breath tests 


determined that she had more than 
twice the legal limit of alcohol in her 
system. She was charged with Over 
.080; her vehicle was impounded, 
she received a 90 day administrative 
driver's licence suspension, and the 
Children’s Aid Society was notified.

At around 10:20 a.m. on July 24, a vehicle westbound on 89 
in the village of Cookstown suddenly accelerated through 
the intersection at County Rd. 27, and smashed into a 
building. The female drive was extricated by Innisfil Fire & 
Rescue, and airlifted to hospital. Below, engineers assess 
the damage to the building, hours after the crash. 

On Thursday, July 24, at 10:20 a.m., emergency responders 
were called to a serious collision at the intersection of 
County Rd. 27 and 89 in the village of Cookstown. 

A westbound 2003 Ford Focus suddenly lost control and 
went off the road at a high rate of speed - travelling over a 
curb, hitting a portable metal sign, and bringing down a 
traffic signal pole that hit two southbound vehicles. The car 
avoided hitting the vehicles, but struck the building at the 
northwest comer of the intersection (the former LOL Cafe) 
at full force. 

The driver, a Bradford West Gwillimbury woman in her 
50s, was extricated from the crushed vehicle by Innisfil Fire 
and Rescue, and transported by air ambulance to a Trauma 
centre at Sunnybrook Medical Health Sciences centre in 
Toronto, with critical injuries. 

Police estimate the speed of the 
vehicle at over 100 kmph when it 
shuck the building. The building 
suffered structural damage, and was 
evacuated. Engineers were called 
in to assess the damage - which 
pushed part of the east brick wall off 
its foundation. The danger of falling 
debris kept the intersection closed 
until just after 2 a.m. on July 25, while 
crews shored up the structure. 

South Simcoe Police are asking 
any witnesses to the collision to 
contact Constable Steve Black, at 
905-775-3311 ext. 2030. Investigation 
is ongoing. The driver is reportedly 
recovering from multiple fractures.

A fundraiser for Millie 



There are over 40 different kinds of 
Muscular Dystrophy. 

Two and a half year old Millie Arjoon 
has Ulrich Congenital Muscular 
Dystrophy, a form of MD that affects 
Just 1 in one million. Due to a genetic 
mutation, her body doesn’t produce 
enough of the collagen that gives 
muscles their elasticity and strength. 
The resulting 
muscle 
weakness 
means that 
Millie is 
unable to sit, 
stand, walk 
or crawl by 
herself. 

When she 
first started 
daycare at 
EduKids Child 
Care Centre 
in Bradford, 

Millie was 
placed in 
the Infant 
Room. She 
was thought 

developmental 
delays, and her 
lack of muscle 
tone meant that she had the strength 
and mobility of a newbome. 

But the little girl was alert and aware - 
and when she recently moved into the 
Pre-school room, she was obviously 
delighted to be with the "big kids" 

"She's cognitively understanding 
everything,” says Centre operator, 
Cindy Paulus. "She’s our special 
angel... She teaches our kids so much 
empathy. She’s a fabulous little girl.” 
EduKids purchased a special stroller, 
to be able to bring her into the Pre¬ 


school area, but what is really needed 
is a "High-Low” chair. The specialized 
piece of equipment does the work of 
Millie's skeletal muscles - lifting her 
up so she can stand, or reach a table; 
lowering her down almost to ground 
level, so she can "sit” on the floor with 
the other kids. 

"This chair will give her a chance 
to participate in 
the activities that 
everyone else is 
participating in,” 
Paulus explains. 

A High-Low 
chair comes with 
a high price tag, of 
about $4,000-so 
EduKids launched 
a fundraiser, on 
July 22, selling 
World’s Finest 
Chocolates to help 
fund the purchase. 
Within days, the 
fundraiser had 
gone “viral” on 
the internet, with 
help from Bradford 
residents and the 
Welcome to BWG 


The centre began 
receiving calls from people wishing 
not only to purchase chocolates, but to 
donate directly. “She’s going to get her 
chair!” says Paulus.

A group of farm workers 
were special guests at the picnic 
lunch that followed, in Ansnorveldt 
Park, and the day wrapped up with 
a friendly “Mexico vs. Netherlands” 
soccer match. 

It was a day of "celebrating God’s 
goodness to us,” said Reverend 
Richard Bodini, Pastor at Holland 
Marsh CRC - but also a fundraiser for 
Margarito Valle and his family. 

Margarito Valle has been a farm 
worker in the Holland Marsh since 
1993. Since 2001, he has worked for 
Canal Road Producers, owned by 



Larry and Cristina Munshaw. 

On June 9,2014, Margarito was called 
home to JojuUa Morelos in Mexico for 
the funeral of his son, Alejandro, killed 
in an accident on June 8 - leaving 
behind a 21 year old wife, Suayli, and 
20 month old baby girl, Sayume. 

The Munshaws provided Margarito 
with 2 weeks’ pay - but he was in 
Mexico for 3 weeks, faced with trans¬ 
portation costs and funeral expenses. 

The churches took up a special 
collection for Margarito and his family 
on Sunday - raising $2,477.45, to offset 
those costs. “This is a beautiful example 
of sharing,” Pastor Bodini said.

Heritage Chair responds 

To the editor; Re “Growth, Preservation NOT 
mutually exclusive” in the July 10,2014 edition 
of The Bradford Times. 

Jim and Dino Deluca stated, “Delmark 
Homes believes in the preservation of 
Heritage buildings,” and claimed the Heritage 
Committee is unorganized and not diligent, 
but “prone to ad hoc decision making.” 

I can assure you the Heritage Committee is 
organized and very diligent in our efforts to 
save our heritage that we value from the past 
to preserve for future generations, as were 
the Committees before us. We do informal 
inquiries into properties and buildings to 
determine if they should be “listed” no matter 
who owns them. The listing allows the Town 
time to do a formal assessment in the event an 
owner wants to demolish a heritage building. 

Just because a building isn’t “listed” on the 
Town Heritage Register, as in the case of 108 
Moore St., doesn’t mean it’s not important 
to the community. There are a number of 
properties and buildings in the Town of 
BWG that may have merit for inclusion in the 
Register. If those come to the Committee’s 
attention,we act to determine if it should be 
listed on the Heritage Register, and make the 
recommendation to Council for its inclusion - 
but it’s Council’s decision. 

The folks that live in the area are proud of the 
old buildings and mature trees, as they add 
character to the community. If the public has 
a concern about a building or property, they 
can bring it to the attention of the appropriate 
Town officials. 

Council received a study that was done 
back in 2000, “Historic Buildings in 
Bradford,” where many buildings of historical 
significance were identified, 108 Moore St. 
being one of them. Your questions should be 
directed to the Mayor and Council and ask 
why those buildings weren’t listed back then, 
not making accusations towards the Heritage 
Committee.

Raj Sandhu 



After completing his first term 
in office, Raj Sandhu is running 
for re-election as Councillor for 
Ward I. 

When he ran in 2010, he

new schools in the area, Public 
Transit 

Most of those issues have been 
addressed, or are in progress, 
but Sandhu is the first to 
acknowledge that there is more 
to be done. 

There are still traffic issues on 
West Park Avenue, “especially 
now that we're going to have two 
schools, one at either end (of 
Kuzmich Park).” 

There is the issue of Downtown 
Revitalization. “The perception 
is still there that we didn’t do 
anything,” he admits, but points 
out that incentives can’t promote 
revitalization if landlords aren’t 
interested in participating. 

Job creation is a strong focus, 
especially for the Highway 400 
lands. "We have to go after the 
big companies. Once that land is 
serviced, we have to deliver.” 

And affordable housing for 
Seniors is an issue that hits 
home for Sandhu. "In that price 
range, there’s not even a decent 
bungalow... We’re going to have 
to deal with that issue, or we’re 
not going to have Grandparents 
in Town.” 

Sandhu and his family moved 
to Bradford from India in 1989 
- the first Indian family to settle 
in the urban area. “When we 
moved here, this reminded me 


of my village back home. No-one 
locked their door, everyone knew each 
other,” he says. He knew immediately 
that this was where he wanted to live. 
“It’s a great Town. I love this Town... 
You have issues, but you have issues 
everywhere.” 

Everyone has the same concerns: 
“Trying to raise kids. Trying to make a 
living, and have a decent life.” 

Sandhu is employed by Magna, as 
Prototype Co-ordinator. It’s a job that 
involves a lot of travel - but he keeps 
in touch with his constituents, via 
social media, and attends Council 
meetings, reading his agenda and 
doing his research before sitting down 
at the table. "I always find time for 
Facebook, for Twitter. I find out about 
issues there,” he says. “I’m accessible.” 
Although he represents Ward 1, “I’m 
not tied to the Ward,” he says. Anyone 
one, from any part of Town, who calls 
with an issue or a question will get 
a response and an answer. "I think 
that’s part of what the job is. People 
want someone to listen to them. They 
want an answer. Sometimes they may 
not like the answer, but I think they 
deserve an answer.” 

He notes, "The Town is growing. It’s 
going to grow, but how we manage 
that growth is key. I plan to work

Kyle’s Fundraiser for Soldier On 


Kyle Ratusny is only 9, but he's already an 
entrepreneur with a solid business model, a new 
business, and a strong sense of community. 

Kyle is the founder ofPoohhunter.com -Pooh 
Hunter Yard Cleaning. It’s a new company that 
offers yard clean-up services, including removal 
of light debris, weeding, lawn-mowing - and 
clean-up of dog and cat “pooh.” 

It’s a real company. Kyle went through Service 
Ontario to register the business, get a business 
licence and an HST number. 

He has an accountant, a lawyer, 
and he pays taxes. It was dad 
Robert Ratusny, Criminal Defense 
Lawyer, who decided that if Kyle 
was going into business, it was 
going to be done right. 

Kyle’e entrepreneurial spirit 
showed itself early - and led to 
numerous calls home, from his 
school. When Kyle was in Grade 
2, his parents sent him to class with a KFC lunch; 
he sold it for $5. He hired fellow students to draw 
Nintendo DS systems and games, paying them 
25 cents per game - then sold the artwork for $2. 

And for the past three years, he says, "I’ve been 
asking my Dad, can I own a business?" 

The family sat down together to decide what 
would be a good fit for a 9 year old. Light yard 
work seemed like the answer - and with two 
dogs in the family, picking up doggie-doo was a 
natural add-on. It took a while to work out the 
details, but Poohhunter.com will mow lawns, 
weed flower beds, pressure wash patios and 
sidewalks (using only water - no chemicals), 
and pick up poop, charging by the gram - up 
to a maximum of $200. And, says mom Sarah 
Salisbury, “If we can’t do it, we’ll send you off to 
someone who can” - referring jobs beyond his 
abilities to local business, Ryan’s Landscaping. 

Kyle faces some unique challenges, that older 
entrepreneurs don’t have to consider. “He 
doesn't qualify for bank loans,” says Mom - and 
even had some difficulty setting up a business 
account, until they tried TD Canada Trust. 

Under child labour laws, he can only work a 
maximum of 3 hours per day. 

And under the rules set down by Mom, he can 
only work until 8 p.m. Then it’s time for bed. 


“We’ve been fighting this for the past two years," 
said Robert. They tried sports - everything from 
soccer, to mixed martial arts - but Kyle continued 
to show more interest in wheeling and dealing. 

He will be officially launching his business 
on September 6, with a very special fundraiser. 
Kyle and his family are raising money for Soldier 
On, a trust fund that provides financial support 
to any member of the Canadian Armed Forces, 
serving or retired, who is ill or injured - enabling 
them to pursue fitness training or sports. 

Kyle was inspired by the story of Sapper 
Brian Collier, a young soldier from 
Bradford who served with courage and 
distinction in Afghanistan, and lost his life 
in July 2010. There is a plaque honouring 
the memory of Brian Collier that hangs in 
the BWG Leisure Centre - a plaque that 
Kyle passes every time he uses the Centre. 
That’s why he's using his earnings, and 
with sponsorship from his dad, inviting 
family friend Corporal Nathan Scott and other 
soldiers from Base Borden to Bradford on 
Friday, September 5, for the Legion’s Soldier On 
Fundraising Dinner. The Ratusnys will be paying 
for the soldiers’ hotel stay, for two days. 

And on Saturday, September 6, Kyle will hold 
his fundraiser for Soldier On in the parking lot 
of Bradford’s Canadian Tire Store, 430 Holland 
St. West, from 11:30 a.m. to at least 2 p.m. Just

Cuckoos and caterpillars

The slim shape, curved bill and long 
tail gave it away. 

The other morning a Black-billed 
Cuckoo visited the maple tree in my 
backyard - a memorable moment 
since these birds are known to be 
stealthy and hard to see. 

Most people associate Cuckoos with 
cuckoo clocks, one of which hung 
for years on the wall of my various 
childhood homes. Those cuckoos are 
based on the European variety, which 
does indeed say “cuckoo." It also 
parasitizes smaller birds, by laying 
its eggs in their nests and leaving the 
raising of the chicks to their host. 

This is not the case with our cuckoos, 
which do build their own nests and 
raise their own broods - although they 
have been known to lay eggs in each 

We have two Canadian cuckoos. The 
commoner Black-billed Cuckoo makes 
a soft “cooo-cooo-cooo” sound and is 
found throughout most of southern 
Ontario. The Yellow-billed Cuckoo 
makes a gutteral “cuck-cuck-cow-cow” 
sound, and is more restricted to the 
area south of the Canadian Shield. 
Both are brown above and white 
below, with long tails (the Yellow- 


Billed has large white spots on its 
tail). They live in brushy areas and 
open woods where you might find 
caterpillar nests. That's because they 
are one of the few birds that can stand 
to eat hairy, squishy caterpillars! 

Of course, the most famous bird 
of the Cuckoo family is the Greater 
Roadrunner, of cartoon fame. These 
active and speedy birds are native 
to the brushlands and deserts of the 
southwestern U.S., where they run 
down their prey, of lizards, snakes, 
scorpions, etc. Their cooing sound is 
commonly heard in the background of 
old Hollywood Westerns. Roadrunners 
also have long tails, which they use 
as rudders to help them turn or stop 
when they are running full tilt. 

And yes - they are occasionally 
preyed upon by coyotes. 

From recent bird reports, this seems 
to be a good year for cuckoos, so keep 
an eye out for them, especially if you 
are driving country back roads. 

By the way, no-one is quite sure 
why crazy behaviour is called "going 
cuckoo,” but when someone’s mate 
has been untrue, we say they have 
been “cuckolded” - which means they 
may end up raising someone else's 
chick in their nest. 


Cutting Phragmites down to size

It’s a process that can take years. 

On July 29, Pedrazzi and a group 
of volunteers, many of them Youth 
Rangers from Aurora, were in 
the Marsh for the second year of 
manually-harvesting several known 
patches of Phragmites. 

Even after only 1 year of control, 
they see a difference. “Last year, we 
were here for hours,” Ranger leader 
Lindsay Finnie notes; this year, the 
team quickly moves through the area, 
cutting the plants near the root. 

“We want to cut it right at the base, 
without disturbing the roots,” explains 
Pedrazzi, otherwise the plants may 
send up more new shoots, creating 

The patches in the Holland Marsh 
are "low to medium" density. There 
is a larger stand near Beeton, that is 


“high” density - "no undergrowth, just 
Phragmites.” 

There, the MNR is looking at options 
other than hand-cutting - including 
the controlled use of pesticides, away 
from the water’s edge, and possibly a 
controlled bum. 

Whatever the procedure chosen, it 
will be a matter of controlling and not 
eliminating the plant. 

"You’re not going to get rid of them. 
They’re here to stay. It’s a matter of 
mitigating the impact,” says Pedrazzi 
- and discovering what works best, 
through pilot projects.

Soccer Coach Nick Warman 
welcomed a special guest to 
Henderson Field on July 26.

Carvery, only 17, was recently picked 
to play on Team Canada, in the U20 
Women’s FIFA World Cup being 
hosted by Canada this year. 

“I started playing soccer when I was 9 
years old,” Carvery told the youngsters 
- beginning with the Richmond Hill 
Raiders house league team, then 
moving up to Rep. 

She was good enough to play in a 
Provincial ID Tourney, and made the 
provincial team, then played with 
Glen Shields for several years. 

At the age of only 15, she was invited 
to participate in the U17 training 
camp - and although she didn't make 
the team, the experience helped build 
her as a player. "It’s all about the hard 
work you do," on and off the field, she 

Asked how often she practices, 
Carvery explained that she’s in the 
field 5 days a week, practising for 1 
and a half to 2 hours at a time - but 
works out every day. 

She was also asked for her best 
advice, for young players. “Listen to 
your coaches," she said. 

Team Canada will play its first game 
on August 5, at BMO Field, versus 
Ghana. “They’re a young team, like 
us,” Carvery said. “They’re a fast team. 
We’U just have to move the ball.” 

Coach Warman plans to bring both 
of his teams to watch the Women’s 
U20 FIFA game between Canada and 
Finland,on August 8. 


Carvery’s teammate Ashley Campbell 
was also back in Town, before heading 
down to Toronto to train. 


Campbell started playing soccer at the age of 3, in the 
Bradford Soccer Club’s “Timbits” Program. By the time she 
was 8, she was playing with the Bradford Eagles, eventually 
joining the U13 Newmarket United Lasers, and helping her 
team win the Ontario Cup 3 years running (U13, U14, U15). 

Soccer has continued to be a huge part of her life. Now 
in her Junior year at the University of Dayton in Ohio, she 
is studying Exercise Science, and playing with the varsity- 
level Daytona Flyers soccer team. 

Her inspiration along the way? First and foremost, “my 
parents," Campbell says. “Although they are divorced, they 
are always there for me. They are so supportive.” 

And Canadian player Kara Lang has been an influence. 
Lang made her debut on the Canadian National team in 
2002 at the age of only 15, played in 2 FIFA World Cups and 
the Olympics before, retiring in 2011, at the age of 24 due 
to knee and ACL injuries. Watching her, as a young player, 
Campbell said, "Wow! I want to do that!” 

It has been a gruelling schedule, to reach the U20 
Canadian team. Over die past year and a half, she has 
participated in 10 training camps - all while maintaining 
her grades and playing for her varsity team. “It was difficult 
at times,” she admits, “but my coaches and my team-mates 
at school totally supported me. Everything worked out!"

Operation Dry Water

to never drink and boat. Federal statues dictate that, whether or not the water craft is 
motorized, you can be charged with Impaired Operation of a Vessel under the Criminal 
Code, if your blood alcohol level exceeds 0.08. In other words, you can be charged with 
Impaired even if operating a canoe; on conviction, your driver’s licence can be suspended.

Meet in Cookstown, at the Olde Bulldog Beanery 



The Olde Bulldog Beanery may be located in 
one of the oldest buildings in Cookstown - the 
former Chestnut Inn, built circa 1850 - but the 
restaurant/bakery is the latest addition to the 
culinary scene in the Victorian village. 

Owners Phil and Christine Carver have 
transformed the interior into an open, bright and 
welcoming space for their full-service bakery 
and coffee shop. The pickled-white woodwork, 
the new flooring, the emphasis on light 
colours provide the perfect setting for casual 
dining, where customers can enjoy the Balzac 
coffees, teas, and fresh-baked treats, soups and 
sandwiches whipped up by Christine in the 
kitchen. 

It is, they acknowledge, a blend of old and 
new. "We wanted to keep the feel of the town, 
because it’s so quaint and so historic,” says Chris 
- choosing black and gold, and a Victorian script 
for their logo, which includes a Bulldog in a 
bowler hat. 

As for the name, they have a beloved bulldog of 
their own - Chester - and opted for “Beanery" to 


emphasize the casual nature of the coffee shop. 

Christine brings a background in the 
Hospitality sector and a love of cooking to The 
Olde Bulldog Beanery; Phil, as a retired RCMP 
officer, enjoys the small-town ambience of the 
village. 

Together, they assessed a number of different 
possible locations, but settled on Cookstown 
because of its location, its size - poised to 
growth, with new homes being constructed for 
the first time in over 20 years - and its friendly 
atmosphere. 

'We were looking for just the right 
demographic,” Phil says. 

They undertook extensive renovations - 
including a new commercial oven, new heating, 
a fireplace in a comer of the main room, and a 
new outdoor deck. It was a huge effort, and the 
owners were hands-on from the start. 

“We stayed here, worked here, day and night for 
42 days,” says Phil.
